Nearly all, lf not all, of th e victims 
w ere employed by th e T riangle W aist 
com pany on th e eighth, ninth 
and 
te n th floors of a ten-story loft building 
at 23 W ashington place, on th e w est­ 
ern fringe of the dow ntow n wholesale 
clothing, fur and millinery district. 
T here was not an outside fire escape 
on the building. 
How the fire started will perhaps 
nev er be known. 
A co rner on the 
eigh th floor was its point of origin and 
th e th ree up per floors only were swept. 
T h e loss to property will not exceed 


$ 100,000 . 


Girls Fall From Windows. 


F our alarm s were ru n g within fif­ 
te en m inutes. 
Before 
th e engines 
could respond, before the nots could 
bo stretched or the ladders raised five 
girls had fallen from th e eigh th and 
n in th floors so heavily th a t they broke 
through th e glass and iron roofs of the 
subcellars and crashed through the 
very stre ets into tho vaults below. 
In an hour th e fire was out; in half 
an hour it had done its w orst; prob­ 
ably the d eath list was full in tw enty 
minutes. 
T he building stand s on a corner, 
w ith exposure on two sides, but the 
only fire escap e was interior, opening I 
on a light and a ir shaft. 
In all there 
w ere seven ex its— the single fire es­ 
cape, tw o freight elevators at the rear, J 
tw o p assenger eleva tors in front and 
tw o stairw ays. 
All of them proved al­ 
m ost useless and practically all who I 
escaped e ith e r climbed to the roof and 
scram bled then ce to the roof of the 1 
building adjoining, or fled in th e first 
ru sh for safety before the crush and j 
th e sm oke grew too thick.

It is generally considered th at there 
was no altern ativ e course, in view of 
C h ina’s u tte r unpreparedness for war. 
Intense in terest is being m anifested

W hile the issues betw een China and 
Russia have been alm ost obliterated 
by th e recent series of ultim atum s
